held Tuesday night at the office of 
Alderman L. C. Mantz. 
Unable to control the airplane w ith­ 
out the aid of his engine, the machine 
went into what is termed a “side 
slip”, then into a spiral, nose down, 
making perhaps one complete turn, 
then landed on the ground. The air­ 
plane did not strike the ground head 
on or nose down as most people who 
saw it. thought, he also stated. 
* On hearing this and other testi­ 
m ony concerning the crash, the jury 
returned a verdict th a t “We find th at 
K enneth E. Smith came to his death 
September 29. 1927. as a result of in­ 
juries sustained when the plane of 
L. R. Hendricks and William Castle 
of Youngstown, O., crashed to the 
earth in the cornfield of N. C. Patton.

This ocean hop is the longest 
| sustained flight across the 
I water ever attempted. 
The plane, unreported since it was 
sighted at 10.35 o’clock last night by 
i the liner American Banker of the 
American M erchant Marine, should 
have reached 
the 
half-way 
mark 
across the ocean at 11 a. m. if the 
fliers have thus far successfully elud­ 
ed the nemesis which has claimed 
the lives of so many transatlantic 
aviators. 
The area of low pressure consti­ 
tutes the most difficult part of the 
voyage, in the opinion of meterologi- 
| cal experts. There are sudden winds 
i which whip the ocean into a fury, 
dense blankets of fog and continual 
squals of rain and snow'. 
If the “American Girl" passes safe­ 
ly through this area it is believed 
the fliers’ chances of success are ex­ 
cellent. 
Vessels on Lookout 
Through this area and beyond are 
the lanes of the transatlantic steam - I 
ers. and 25 steamers are strung out j 
at intervals of a few hundred miles 
all the way across. 
It is regarded as unlikely th at the 
plane will be sighted while it is bat-, 
tling the elements in the storm area, j 
Miss Elder and Haldeman probably 
would choose to fly at the highest al­ 
titude oosslhle in order to evade the 
elemental disturbances or else the 
plane would be excluded from the 
view of vessels beneath them by the 
low-lying clouds and fog-shrouded 
skies. 
The “American G irl’’ hopped off 
from Roosevelt Field, Long Island, 
just after five o’clock yesterday a ft­ 
ernoon. 
If all goes well the fliers 
hope to reach their goal in 38 to 40 
hours.

rence County have been filed by the 
Departm ent of Highway with county 
commissioners. Both sections call for 
a width of 100 feet on the open road 
with narrower widths in the towns. 
The 1921 session of the legislature 
pasi-ed a bill providing for the filing 
of ultimate rights-of-w ay for the va­ 
rious counties. 
This is aimed to re­ 
duce the cost of property dam ages i 
v.hen highways are made wider t o 4 
meet growing traffic needs. 
P erson s, 
who build structures within the rights 
of highways after the widths have 
been filed cannot receive dam ages j 
under the law. 
The two sections in Lawrence co u n -; 
ty are: 
Legislative Route 77, distance 9.44 
miles, starting at Lawrence-Beaver 
county line and extending northerly 
through Big Beaver and North Beav­ 
er townships and Wampum borough 
to the city of New Castle. 
The high­ 
way is known as the New C astle- 
Beaver Falls Road 
No width is de­ 
clared through the borough of W am­ 
pum and it is reduced to 60 feet in 
Newport. 
Legislative Route 81. distance 11.69 
miles, starting at New Castle city line 
and thence northwestwardly through 
Union, Mahoning and Pulaski town­ 
ships to the Ohio state line. Through 
New Bedford the width will be 60 
feet.
